Meet the Hennessey Venom GT2. It eats Bugattis for breakfast! 


• The Hennessey Venom GT 
was basically a Lotus Elise 
that Americans bullied 
1,200bhp into. The GT2? 
Similar, only with 1,500bhp. 
Oh, and better headlights. 

• It’s hard to imagine why 
Hennessy owner John 
Hennessey felt his 1,244bhp 
Venom GT was in need of 
additional grunt. But here it 
is: 1,500 unsubtle American 
horses achieved by a 7.0-litre 
turbo V8 that started life in 

a Corvette. Born as a Lotus 
Elise, the Venom’s chassis is 
made in Norfolk. The engine 
is born in Texas and the whole 
thing is reportedly assembled 
at Silverstone, Northants. 

• The Venom GT2 now wears 
dihedral doors (like the 
McLaren MP4-12C) and some 
revised headlights. The front 
lip and bonnet are updated, 
and the mirrors have been 
through surgery after wind- 
tunnel testing. It keeps the 
original’s active rear wing for 


optimal downforce, though. 
You’ll need it when your right 
foot kisses the mat. 

• Unlike many US motors, it 
has a manual gearbox as 
standard, but a seven-speed 
paddle-shift is an option at 
£102,000. That’s the price 
of a Porsche 911 Turbo! 

• The original GT was already 
known as the “Veyron Killer” 
since it can hit 200mph 
almost ten seconds faster 
than the Bugatti. The GT2 
promises to, well, kill the 
Veyron a bit more, as 
0-62mph will drop from 

2.5 to a squinty-eyed 2.2 
seconds. Before heading 
onto272mph. 

• Unless you count Russian 
space shuttles and fireworks, 
there aren’t many vehicles out 
there with a power-to-weight 
ratio of more than one bhp- 
per-kilogram. On that basis 
it’s easier to forgive 
Hennessey’s crazy asking 
price of over £778,100.
